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DETAILED ACTION 



This action is responsive to the response faxed on August 7, 2002. 



2 The rejection of claims 12-15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mitsubishi 
Kasei Corp. (JP 06073320), is maintained for the reasons set forth in the previous office action in 
paper No. 4, dated 5/1 0/2002. 

3 The rejection of claims 16-22 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mitsubishi Kasei Corp. (JP 06073320) in view of Dainippon Ink and Chem. KK (JP 58-198570), 
is maintained for the reasons set forth in the previous office action in paper No. 4, dated 
5/10/2002. 



4 Applicant's arguments filed 8/7/2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the rejection based upon Mitsubishi (JP' 320), Applicant argues that the 
reference does not teach a reactive dye that contains at least one substituent capable of forming a 
covalent bond with the fiber on which it is applied and therefore, Mitsubishi Corporation fails to 
anticipate the claims. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because the reference 
teaches an aqueous recording fluid comprising a reactive dye having a formula similar to those 
recited in the claimed invention (see specification page 10 and 1 1, Examples 2 and 3) and should 
have same properties as those disclosed in the specification. Further, in response to applicant's 
argument that the reference fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a reactive dye that contains at least one substituent 
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capable of forming a covalent bond with the fiber on which it is applied) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Therefore, Mitsubishi anticipates the claims. 

With respect to the rejection based upon Mitsubishi (JP' 320) in view of Dainippon Ink 
and Chem Kk (JP' 570), Applicant argues that there is no teaching in either reference or any 
suggestion that these references can be or should be combined. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because Mitsubishi (JP' 
320) as a primary reference teaches an aqueous dyeing composition by mixing an aqueous 
medium with a specified dye (see abstract) and Dainippon Ink (JP 5 570) teaches pigment 
composition used in aqueous paints and inks comprising reactive dyes such as monoazo, disazo 
isoindolenoe or dioxazine dyes (see abstract) and, thus, the combination is proper since both 
references teach and disclose aqueous dyeing compositions comprising soluble dye components. 
Therefore, the prima facie case of obviousness has been established.
